After  labors  which  have  been  foin^  on  since 
19M  OhlnA  liwadoptid  a  otw  Clvtt  Cede,  which 

it  i.s  rlainMd  Will,  open  up  a  new  era  in  the 
country's  ImmI  lilkocy.  It  Is  a  Code  to  provide 
for  406,600^  people  so  that  Its  eomlng  Into 

practice  is  uikji  '  mbly  a  mitter  of  Interest 
to  the  world  at  iarKL.  It  deals  with  the  applica- 
tion and  Interpretation  of  the  law,  with  jMstle 
acts,  with  extinctive  prescriptions  and  the  exer- 
cise of  rights.  One  branch  of  It  makes  provision 
In  oonneiBilon  with  deaUat  wMh  aouroca.  obfeets, 

effects  of  litigations,  pltttaUty  of  creditors  and 
debtors  and  transfer  tad  extinction  of  obliga- 
tions. There  are  five  books  on  the  Code.  Oibe  Is 

entirely  on  the  family,  covering  marriages,  par- 
ents and  children,  house  and  family  council. 
Anothei^  book  U  confined  to  inherttanee,  dealing 
with  |0  pwtwrty,  tnwimfcin  to  ptopwiy  and 
wills. 

The  Oode  was  takin  mere  or  leas  from  the 

German  and  Japane.se  Codes,  but  rather  on  gen- 
eral lines  than  specifically.  The  details  of  the 
Oermsn  Code  hare  been  arokled.  In  the  matter 

'  f  the  land  sy.stem  nothing  coiild  be  copied  from 
Germany  because  the  system  is  peculiar  to  China. 
Old  Ohtaas*  customs  have  been  retained.  No 
foreign  code  has  been  followed  hi  dealing  with 
the  family;  in  that  matter  old  Chinese  customs 
have  been  malnlalned.  lliere  Isaprovlskm  for 

the  equality  of  sex.  Women  are  given  every  right 
and  privilege  that  men  enjoy.  Because  of  this 
the  Codification  Commission  has  -had  to  work 
out  all  details  In  family  and  inheritance  law 
What  has  been  accomplished  has  met  with  tbe 
approval  of  the  Chinese  women. 

In  an  explanation  of  the  Code  Mr.  Hoo  Ping 
Sheung  draws  attention  to  the  conception  held 
by  the  late  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen  that,  in  respect  to 
law,  China  was  ahead  of  Western  legists.  We 
quote:  "Occidental  legislation  is  essentially  indi- 
vidualistic; It  Is  Intended  to  protect  the  rights 
of  the  individual  and  to  let  them  freely  develop. 
The  traditional  Chinese  legislation,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  familiar.  The  new  Chinese  legislation, 
based  on  the  three  principles,  racial,  democratic 
and  economic,  la  going  a  step  further  and  has  a 
deliberate  social  character.  Our  party  considers 
men  not  as  self-contained  entitles,  but  In  rela- 
tion to  the  society  which  they  form  It  n.ssigns 
to  them  rights  and  duties, only  in  so  far  as  the 
exerri.se  of  such  rights  and'duUes  tend  to  pacific 
and  orderly  progress  of  the  community.  It  re- 
stricts their  activities  when  they  would  be  harm- 
ful to  the  group."  This,  In  effect,  means  that 
throughout  the  Code  there  are  three  principle.^ 
followed:  (1)  Restriction  on  the  exercise  of 
rights;  (t>  the  principle  of  humanity;  <S)  the 
equality  of  sex.  One  of  China's  new  tasks  Is  to 
explain  and  popularize  the  Code,  which,  in  a 
noasure.  rcvoluUonlMt  Oriental  life.

OIL  FROM  COAL 


Britain  has  made  as  great  progress  as  any 
nation  in  the  production  of  oil  from  coal.  Pro- 
fessor Henry  Brlggs,  of  the  University  of  Sdln- 
burgh,  however,  points  out  that  while  a  good 
deal  has  been  learned  about  retorting  it  is  not 
yet  known  where  to  get  the  rti^t  raw  materials 
to  feed  the  retorts  The  re,<!carch  on  the  subject 
of  producing  oil  in  this  laslilon  is  not  new.  In 
the  sixties  In  Britain  there  ware  several  hundred 
works  producing  oil  Thev  disappeared  before 
the  competition  of  untaxed  American  and  Rus- 
sian petroleum.  Bven  the  satperleuce  of  produe- 
tlon  whleh  prevailed  .seventy  years  ago  has  been 
lost.  Only  Uie  rulus  of  the  works  remain  as  a 
record  of  the  futility  of  CkMenlsm.

 :   By  JAS.  W.  BAk  I  ON,  M.D  


Some  lime  ago  I  .sixjku  about  tJu- 
three  types  of  iiiduidual  as  to  tlfeir 
shape.  There  was  the  sliort,  narrow 
body  on  the  long  legs,  the  long,  wide 
body  on  the  short  legs,  and  the  body 
and  legs*  more  nearly  equal  In 
length.  I  spoke  of  how  tty  shap3 
of  the  body  might  affect  the  health: 
the  short  body  and  long  irg.t  being 
more  likely  to  contract  lung  and 
^tc.'iiarli  ailMifiit-s,  aaid  Die  long 
txxly  with  .sliort  legs,  hrarl,  blood 
vessel  and  kidney  allinent.s. 

Now,  what  about  fat  folk;  these 
overweight  individuals  with  Isoge 
protruding  abdomen? 

In  men  and  ,women  approaching 
or  at  middle  age.  who  ^ve  always 
been  well,  this  aocamulatlon  of  some 
extra  weight  does  not  seem  to  make 
much  diilerence  to  their  health. 
^^,.ny  of  Ihrm  sppiii  to  be  healthy 
and  happy  liavp  a  p,oik\  color,  hv^art. 
kidnry.s  and  blood  ve  sel.s  aie  nor- 
mal and  I  hey  really  enjoy  lUc  more 
than  e\er  before. 

If  they  were  -examined  again  two 
or  three  years  after  the  aeeumula^ 
tlon  of  fat,  meet  of  them  would  stUl 
be  found  in  good  health,  heart  in 
excellent  shape,  blood  pressure 
normal  and  kidneys  also  working 
perfectly. 

Your  natural  conclusion  would  be 
that  fat  can't  do  any  harm,  and  this 
is  true  fo  a  certain  extent. 

B?in:{  overweight  does  not  always 
mean  that  the  individual  h  bound 
to  have  a  weak  heart,  or  impaired 
kidneys,  or  increased  blood  pceanare. 
All  individtials  wha  have  a  short, 
narrow  body  do  not  contract  lung 
or  stomach  trouble;  all  Individuals 
with  long,  wide  bodies  do  not  con- 
tract heart,  blood  vessel,  or  kldoey 
trouble.  However,  the  individual 
with  the  short,  narrow  body  i.s  more 
apt.  i.s  more  likely  to  contract  lung 
and  .stomach  trouble,  and  the  one 
with  the  long,  wide  body,  heart, 
blood  vessel  and  kidney  trouble. 

And,  similarly,  wltti  your .  o^er» 
weight  IndWldoa^,  thwe  ak«  certain 
aihnenti  that  l^e  Is  more  apt.  more 
likely  to  eontn^t  w^en  he  is  over- 
weight than  when  tne  weight  is 
normal.
